since 1934.1 have been in four location though but cll in . holf mile 
radius,here in the beautiful boro of the #Yronx.I was one of the first 
Dxer in New York City,if not the first to Log Buropeen on tne BCB,it 
was Kedio Triete on November 29.1932.Al that time many DXers said that 
my log of Trieste was-fishey, but time gave inc many more cs well as the 
other DXers,as for my part I am proud of my European log on’ the BCB 
as I have logged 13 stations in France, five in Germany, five in Italy
